Thought you might like to see a copy of my recent e-mail to Jules, 
CN8CG: 


I use 20m a great deal for QRP cw, and consequently the area of the band 
around 14060kHz (the internationally agreed QRP cw frequency). Although 
this part of the band is well within the cw section of the band plan, cw 
operators (QRP or QRO) have been suffering many difficulties recently 
from data transmissions (Pactor, Clover etc) which are really lower in 
the band they should perhaps be. 


One problem, I know, is that the data systems do not hear (or recognize) 
cw transmissions, and will therefore quite often come up on top of 
already established cw QSO's, thus causing severe QRM. In the worst 
case, of course, it may mean the enforced termination of the cw contact. 


I hope you don't mind me writing to you, but I believe you (CN8CG) tend 
to use 14060, or just below, when using one of the data modes and I 
wondered whether you are aware of the problems currently being caused to 
the many cw qso's in this part of the band? 


I don't suppose you will be too keen to try it, but you'd certainly be 
very popular if you were to come up with QRP cw on 14060 instead, Hi! 
As far as I know, you'd be the first to come with QRP cw from CN8, and 
would be much in demand from the other QRPers on the frequency. It's a 
real FUN mode, so maybe you'll give it a go sometime?

What you are discribing is a balanced ring mixer, if I get your drift, 
which is a far better mixer than the ne602. Even so, as far as us guys in 
Europe are concerned (we seem to suffer more than USA from BCI on 7 mHz!) 
- a direct conversion set of most simple designs is a pretty bad 
combination, or that is my opinion. Where the 49er falls down on receive 
in this context is the lack of front end filtering. Yes, I know it is a 
simple circuit and should not be criticised for not being a world beater 
in receivers, it was designed as a simple rig with room for experimentaion 
and I think it has done all of that, but don't expect to cure the BCI 
problem without a big re-design.

You asked if anyone has used the MJF 451 CW keyboard keyer. JI have one and 
it has many nice features. I've used mine to key many different kinds of rigs. 


The only complaint I have about the '451 is keeping it operational. When I 
first got mine I found it had an r.f.i. problem. I sent it back to MFJ for 
repair and after two months it came back and worked exactly as advertised. 
Then a couple months later it died altogether. I sent it back and this time 
it only took six weeks to get repaired. Shortly thereafter it quit again 
and I chose not to invest any more money into it. 


The bottom line with the MFJ 451 keyboard is that when they work, they work 
very well. If you get a lemon (like I did) you'll spend more for postage 
and telephone calls than the original cost of the keyboard itself. My '451 
spent more time at the factory than in my shack. 


Have you considered using your computer as a keyboard? There are many very 
good shareware programs on the market.

I'd like to second Preston's recommendation for a big magnifying fluorescent 
shop light. Spend the extra money for the fluorescent one over the less 
expensive incandescent lightbulb magnifying lamp. 


Years ago before I got wise to this I used the inexpensive incandescent 
lightbulb magnifier and I noticed I would fatigue a lot quicker using it to 
build my kits (well so what if it was 2 AM - hi). A few years ago I saw the 
fluorescent one on sale, at I believe Price Club, and I bought it for the 
$40 or so that Preston mentioned. WHAT a difference - the fluorescent casts 


a "white" light on your work and makes the magnification a lot nicer. So 
save the incandescent one for sewing and use the fluorescent for the serious 
stuff - qrp kit building - hi.

John, WA8KNE wrote: 


>Depending on what you are using for feedline (300, 450, 600 ohm line) 
>you would replace the feedline with a noninductive dummy load 


Brad, WBOCGH correctly pointed out that the feedline impedance was 
not the right value to use. This seems to be a common misconception that 
I would like to try to clear up. 


The actual value is a function of the antenna itself, the feedline 
impedance, and the length of the feedline (plus a few other things that 
would complicate this discussion without adding much accuracy). 


As an example, let's look at a 40 meter dipole, cut to 7040 kHz using the 
old standby 492/£ formula. That turns out to be 69.9 feet long. 


Let's arbitrarily put this dipole up 35 feet, a sort of average 
height, over good ground. Use #12 wire; you want it to stay up. 


Now, run 35 feet of feedline down to the antenna tuner (which I have 
conveniently located right below the center of the dipole). 


If the feedline is made of common 450 ohm "window" line, the impedance 
seen at the tuner is about 967-j1060 ohms! (The -j1060 is a capacitive 
reactance in series with 967 ohms of resistance.) Not even close to 

450 ohms! Your dummy load needs to be a 967 ohm resistor in series with a 
21.3pF capacitor. Not exactly standard values. 


If, instead, we use common 300 ohm TV twin lead, the impedance at the rig 
will be about 220-3320. A little closer, but still no cigar. 


Well, you say, let's stop fooling around with this balanced line stuff, 
and go to coax. Using RG-58 results in 24.8+j24.7 ohms, and a VSWR of 
2.6 in a 50 ohm system. Still not good enough for me without a tuner. 


O.K., let's use RG-59. Everybody knows a dipole looks like 72 ohms 
at resonance, right? RG-59 gives an impedance of 37.3+j20.8, anda 
VSWR of 1.74 referenced to the 50 ohms your rig would like to see. 


This would probably be a useable antenna, but what gives?? 


Well, the impedance at the center of xthis* dipole, with nothing else 
connected (if you could easily measure it) is actually something close 
to 92+762 ohms! 


What happened to 72 ohms? That number is in "free space", a convenient 
fiction used to simplify some antenna calculations before computers became 
available. 


A half-wave dipole near earth varies from around 50 ohms to nearly 

100 ohms radiation resistance. x*Everything* around it affects it. 

You could get the VSWR down to a low value in the last (RG-59) example 
by pruning the antenna length. 


CONCLUSIONS: 


Where does this all lead? For ham radio, measuring power between the rig 
and the antenna tuner is probably the best point. The error due to loss in 
the tuner is likely to be a lot less than the error in trying to get the 
correct dummy load on the antenna side of the tuner. 


As for simple wire antennas, in my opinion there are two basic types. 


1. A single-band antenna carefully pruned to resonance, fed with 
coax and a current balun at the antenna. 


2. A multi-band antenna, fed with a balanced line using a balanced 
antenna tuner. 


How long should #2 be? Not critical. Try for a half wave on the 
lowest band you want to use; less is still useful. If you have 
trouble matching it, add a few more feet of feedline. Put it up as 
high as you can. I've been using a 51 foot dipole up 45 feet on 40 
meters, and have no trouble working DX with 2 watts. 


I recommend that every ham buy an antenna analysis program (I use EZNEC, 
there are others). Get a new copy of the ARRL Antenna Book. Learn how to 
use a Smith Chart; it'll amaze your friends. 

Somehow we always manage to radiate something, but we can do better!

Re: forwarded message from Danny, K3TKS: I forwarded my comments (below) 
to Brad, VE7IRS, at vtronair@bctv.wic.ca but got bounced - maybe Brad reads 
the QRP-1 and get the comments. 


Brad, saw your message on the QRP-1l requesting info about the 
plus (from users). I have had mine for just over a year (ordered 
Feb. 95 - before the group order and received in late May - after 
numerous calls). It works ok - I have used it side by side with 
my FT757 sx qrp xcvrs and the Yaesu receivers are considerably 
better. Particularly on the frequencies above 18 Mhz. I think 
the unit could have done with a switchable RF amp. The audio 
SCAF is outstanding. I did finally (after many calls) get the 
upgraded IC last month, to correct the keying problem and for 

the retention of the mode, filter, keyspeed, etc. information. 
The operation of the unit is good, however, I think if I had to 
do it again, I would probably go for either the OHR 400 kit or 
continue to look for one of the multiband Digitrex rigs. The 
little unit only pulls about 150 ma on receive and about 1.3 - 
1.5 amp on transmit which is considerably less than any of the 
other commercial radios. As you will probably read, hear or 
otherwise know, the inability to change sidebands in a hinderance 
and for the operator that likes to do swl'ing, that does cause 
problems when USB is required on lower freqs. 

I have used the unit with my Radio Shack 2.5 amp p/s and also 
with a gel-cell and wall charger while operating from Belize. 

The unit, tho small, is not the lightest in weight - still about 
6.5 pounds. A friend, AA5EA just got his unit back from Index 
after having the $250. upgrade installed - he said the unit works 
well, but still glad to get his qrp TS440 back on line, only 
because the receiver is so much more sensitive. He did say that 
if one was a new ham or had not had the opportunity to use a 
different type rig before using the QRP plus, it would meet 

one's operating expectations. I agree with that.
